The Blish Milling Comp any today 
receiv ed a wire that the big flour 
order of about 9 0,000 barrels which 


it recently 
receiv ed 
from 
London 
brokers had been loaded on the Brit­ 
ish m erchant v essel Wearp ool, which 
was ex p ected to sail from Baltimore 
this afternoon. 
The local concern 
does not know at what p ort the ship 
will land. 
The sale was made with 
the 
understanding 
that 
the flour 
should be deliv ered at the Baltimore 
terminus of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad comp any 
and 
after that 
the p urchasers took p ossession of it. 
T. S. Blish, a member of the firm 
who has been in Baltimore for the 
last ten day s looking a fte r the tra n s­ 
fer of the bills of lading, is ex p ected 
home Sunday 
He 
went 
to Balti­ 
more to transfer the bills of lading 
to the cap tain of the Wearp ool and 
to get the receip ts as ev idence that 
the cargo had been deliv ered in 
a c ­ 
cordance with the contract. 
The order called for 8 1,000 bags 
of 100 kilos each or a total of about 
9 0,000 barrels. 
This is the biggest 
flour order that has ev er been hand­ 
led by the local comp any . 
The order 
came only a few weeks ago and one 
requirement 
was 
that 
the 
entire 
ship ment be in Baltimore by Ap ril 
18 . 
In order to comp ly with this 
requirement 
the 
Blish 
Comp any 
found it necessary to p urchase flour 
from other mills and filled only about 
fifteen p er cent, of the total order 
a t its mills here. 
The rest of the 
ship ment was 
sent 
from mills in 
Ev ansv ille, Indianap olis and Kansas 
City . 
All of the order, howev er, was 
handled by the local comp any the 
other mills receiv ing p ay ment from 
the Blish Comp any . 
A total of 28 9 freight ears were 
required to haul the flour to Balti­ 
more. 
Most of tin* ship ment arriv ed 
in Baltimore by Ap ril 18 , and wa> 
ready for loading at the stip ulated 
time. A few cars, howev er, were de­ 
lay ed but reached the B. A' O. term ­ 
inus in amp le time. One ear which 
was delay ed because the destruction ;m 
of the bridge on the B. & O. branch 
did not reach Baltimore until T hurs­ 
day . 
it is believ ed th at the flour 
will go to a British p ort. 
That the sy stem of buy ing sup ­ 
p lies in this country for foreign use 
is much more efficient than a y ear 
ago is indicated by the manner in 
which 
this 
order was 
handled. 
Twelv e months ago an order of this 
size 
would 
hav e 
been 
handled 
through p robably a dozen brokers in 
England and would hav e been dis­ 
tributed among sev eral mills in this 
country . 
Accordingly , the p rice re­ 
ceiv ed for the flour would hav e been 
higher. 
At the 
p resent 
time tin* 
gov ernment is taking a band in the 
p urchases and instead of p ermitting 
any broker to p articip ate in the deal 
designates the firm that is to handle 
the ord*‘i\ 
That firm then comes to 
the concerns in the United States 
and negotiates the deal. 
M. S. Blish, a member of the B l i s h 
Milling Comp any , said today that as 
a result of t h i s p lan the mills in t h i s 
country were not enabled to make 
the margin of p rofit th at was p o s­ 
sible a y ear ago under the old sy s­ 
tem. He said that the p rofit on this 
large order was 
v ery 
small com­ 
p ared to what it would hav e been 
on a similar ship ment a y ear ago.

BRITISH CABINET HOLD 
UNEXPECTED MEETING 


Sensational Riimors Circulated as 
Sessions Are Never Called 
on Saturday.

Dublin, Ireland, 
Ap ril 29 .— Amid 
roaring flames 
that 
threatened to 
sweep this city of more than half a 
million 
inhabitants, 
British troop s 
and Sinn Fein rebels engaged in 
a 
furious hand to hand struggle. 
The 
rebels 
routed 
by 
the gov ernment 
troop s scurried away as dawn broke 
up on the blackened ruins of their 
stronghold in the heart of Dublin. 
In their flight 
they 
were mowed 
down by Max ims and rifle fire and 
lost heav ily . 
It is now estimated 
that more than one hundred p ersons 
were killed or are missing as the re ­ 
sult of four day s of street fighting. 
The military authorities ap p arent­ 
ly are now in control of the situation 
although the disorders are not y et 
comp letely quelled. 
A ring has been 
thrown around the rebel forces who 
seem to he disheartened in their a t­ 
temp t to bring about a general up ­ 
rising. 
When the troop s began to 
close in about them the rebels s ta r t­ 
ed numerous fires in the heart of the 
city . 
They 
ev idently 
p lanned to 
start a great conflagration hop ing 
to escap e. 
Troop s rushed into the 
fire to ex tinguish the flames. 
They 
had scarcely begun their work when 
they met a fusilade from the house 
top s. 
Blasts of smoke and flames hid 
the buildings in the hands of the 
rebels from 
sight, 
rolling away a 
moment later to disclose group s of 
men, standing up right on the roofs 
firing down on the gov ernment troop s 
below. 
It was reckless work. 
The figures 
ot the rebels lined against the back­ 
ground of darkness by the leap ing 
tongues of flames made them easy 
targets. 
One a fte r another of the 
rebels were p icked off by the gov ­ 
ernment 
troop s 
shadowed 
in the 
streets. 
The p ostoffice, headquar­ 
ters for 
the 
rebels, 
and custom 
house, escap ed 
unharmed 
by the 
flames which stop p ed just short of 
these p rincip al buildings. 
The work 
of cleaning out the snip ers is p ro ­ 
ceeding sy stematically , 
the British 
troop s using care to guard p ublic 
p rop erty and liv es of citizens.

In many villages, towns and cities 
Clean Up and Paint Up effort has be­ 
come popular in recent years.

In the course of time the house was 
painted and the effect was marvelous 
to behold. Like a new' house it stood 
among its dingy neighbors as conspi­ 
cuous as a fairy in a minstrel show. 
The owners of the other houses no­ 
ticed the contrast 
They saw how 
miserably poor the newly painted 
house made theirs look. 
One after 
the other they went to the stores and 
ordered paint. During that season ev­ 
ery one of the fifteen houses w’as 
painted and the premises cleaned and 
the street became one of the best look­ 
ing in town. 
That is what was accomplished 
when one man started to improve his 
home. If whole neighborhoods, street 
by street, should start to improve in 
our town what a tremendous difference 
It would make in the appearance of 
this community. 
Let’s get together 
and try It.

One of our Clean Up and Paint Up 
campaign committees should get per­ 
mission from owners to plant gardens 
on vacant lots. 
Then organize chil­

Local Methodists are manifesting 
unusual interest in the twenty -sev ­ 
enth quadrennial session of the gen­ 
eral conference 
of 
the 
Methodist 
Ep iscop al church which will be heh 
in Saratoga Sp rings, N. V., beginning 
Monday and continuing until May 
31. 
Dr. F. A. Steele, of this city , it- 
the tir» t alternate delegate to tlit 
general conference from the Indiana 
conference. 
It is ex p ected that Dr, 
Joshua Stansfield, p astor of the Me­ 
ridian Street M. E. .church, Indian­ 
ap olis, will be elected as a bishop . 
Dr. Stansfield is a delegate and in 
ease of his election Dr. Steele will 
take hi» p lace as a delegate. 


The general conference is a dele­ 
gate body of ov er eight hundred min- 
i» ters and lay men in equal numbers 
and meet» ev ery four y ears to rev iew 
the work of the church and to rev ise 
and add to its legislation. 
The gen- 
ral conference is made up of dele­ 
gates from the 
one 
hundred and 
thirty -three annual conferences, the 
annual conference being the working 
unit of Methodism. 
These delegates 
are elected 
0 1 1 a basis of one minis­ 
terial delegate fo r ev ery forty -fiv e, 
or fraction not less than two-thirds 
of forty -fiv e, ministerial members in 
any 
giv en 
annual 
conference, the 
number of lay delegates alway s being 
the same fo r each conference as its 
ministerial delegates. 
Lay men were first admitted to the 
general conference in 18 72 and in 
19 00 women were acknowledged as 
ay members. 
These lay delegates 
are elected at a meeting of one rep ­ 
resentativ e from each local church in 
*a« *h 
annual 
conference 
territory . 
For the p ast twelv e months, as the 
mnual conferences hav e met, dele­ 
gates hav e been elected. 
A brief history of the church was 
recently comp leted and is as follows: 
The fir» t 
general 
conference of 
American Methodism 
was 
held in 
ialtimore, 
M ary land, 
in 179 2, 
at 
which all p reachers in full member- 
hip of an annual conference were 
ligibh*. 
The fir» t delegated general 
conference was held in New York 
City , May 22, 18 12. 
At this con­ 
ference the first Ep iscop al address, 
an utterance which has become of in- 
creasing imp ortance, was deliv ered. 
This Ep iscop al address is now a c ­ 
cep ted as the official declaration of 
the church <m imp ortant theological, 
administrativ e and social p roblems. 
At the general conference held in 
New York City in 18 44, the agitation 
ov er slav e-holding became so acute 
as to ro» ult in p lans for sep aration 
between that section of the church in 
the north and the section in the south. 
Methodi» m began in America with 
the arriv al of Phillip Embury and 
Barbara I leek. Irish immigrants, who 
were enthusiastic in tlu* p rop oganda 
of their faith. 
John Wesley , who 
was the founder of 
Methodism iti 
England, remained at the head of 
American Methodi» m until tin* Rev o­ 
lutionary war sev ered relationship s 
between 
England 
and 
the 
United 
States. 
All of the p reachers 
with 
tlq» ex cep tion of Francis A» burv re­ 
turned across 
the » ea, 
whereup on, 
Sep tember 1, 178 4, John Wesley o r­ 
dained Dr. Thomas Coke to he sup er­ 
intendent or bi» hop of the Methodist 
societies of tlu* I nited 
States 
of 
America. 
There 
are 
now 
twenty 
bishop s and sev en mission bishop s 
serv ing 
the 
Methodist 
Ep iscop al 
church throughout tin* world. 
The 
former are elected by general con­ 
ference and located for p eriods of 
four y ears each in cities which are 
designated Ep iscop al residences. The 
latter are elected bv general confer­ 
ence for continuous serv ice in s p e c i ­ 


fic field» . 
TheMethodist Ep iscop al church was 
organized at 
Baltimore, 
Mary land, 
at the so-called Christmas confer­ 
ence, December 24, 178 4, to January 
2, 178 5. 
At that time there were 
104 p reacher» and 18 ,000 communi­ 
cants. 
There are now ov er 15,000 
p reachers and 4,033,123 members. In
